By the Treaty of Berlin, Bulgaria 
was constituted an Independent state under’ 
the daaiac 3 of the Porte, and Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg was Its first ruler,. 
The nations. of Europe when they con- 
stituted the State hoped that it would grow 
up Into a barrier, and aninipregnable bar- 
ler, against Russian advancesouthward, 
a buffer state between Russla and Turkey, 
and their hopes were based. on the know- 
ledge of the strong feeling of independence 
displayed by the Bulgarians, the Servians 
and other Inhabitants of that region who 
were nelther Turks nor Russians and who 
had no love for elther, Russis agreed to 
the formation of the State, partly because 
she could not'help herself, partly because 
she hoped to: be able, mainly by the ald 
of Prince Alexander—who had been in the 
Russian army and. was a favorite at the’ 
RusaslanCourt—to turn what was designed. 
as a weapon of offence against her Into'a 
weapon of defence anda useful Instrument 
of \the slavonic propaganda; The 
Servians became jealous of the new state 
and éttacked ft. ‘Alexander’ Catie out of 
the war a successful general, Turkish 
Bulgaria revolted and added.ttéelf.:to hit 
dominions, and he thought he saw his way 
in the love and erat Big : ae soe 
and Ip, the stren of. thelr -Ruasian 
feel{ngs' to an Independent: ipoittion ands 
kingdom. He took aides againat Russia, 
Russlan gold and Russian. intrigue were 
too much for'him, There was a military 
‘inal, He was kidsdpped:‘from - the 
capital of -his dominjons and ultimately 
terrlfied Into resigning. Prince Ferdinand 
succeeded him, and as-he was professedly 
hostile to the viewsof Russia and came from 
a hostile party and threw hinjself at first: 
into the arms. of the party of Independence. 
Russla_ never recognized him, and 
audded tho'‘other ‘Enropéan states to. 
ignore him likewise. “Stambouloff was 
heart and soul opposed to Russia and the 
atrongest Champion of Bulgarian Indepen-' 
dence, and until comparatively. recently, 
he maintained his position and power 'as 
Ferdinand’s Minister, But Russlan.gotd,
